Huntington, W. Va., Jan. 4.—One of 


the worst disasters on the Ohio river 
in years occurred almost opposite this 
city at 11 o'clock Tuesday night when 
the boilers of the big towboat De- 
fender exploded, killing at least twen- 
ty-two of the boat's crew of twenty- 
eight and flames completely destroy- 
ing the steamer. _ 


The explosion occurred just above 


the local wharf, the report being heard 
for miles. 
In a very few minutes the 


big steamer was a mass of flames, 
the fire even spreading to Uie twenty 
barges in tow.

monopoly which will not rest, as at 
present, on an understanding between 
companies but on an absorption into 
one company. 


The tariff on news 
print paper, 


must therefore, come oil',

no other remedy which, without this 
one, will be at all adequate. 
Under 


the present 
tariff law the rate on 


news print paper of the kind in com- 
mon use is three-tenths of a cent, a 
pound. 
This is almost exactly the 


measure of the advance In the price 
of paer to tbe largo newspapers since 
the monopoly was organised.

price now demanded by tbe monopoly 
is around about 21/, coins a pound. 
With free importations the American 
manufacturer establishing a mi'l in
